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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1-4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawing 
sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet{s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

2. Claims 8 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) of this application in combination 
with Hoshino et al. (US 5,193,137). 

With respect to claim AAPA teaches a method of making optical waveguide 
in which a core layer 1 6 of a first material is formed over a substrate 1 2, the 
core layer is selectively removed to form portions of core layer, and a second 
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material is formed in a region between the portions of the core layer, see 
figs. 1-4 and associated text of this application. 
However, AAPA fails to teach forming the second material over the 
substrate, selectively removing portions of the second material to form a 
region or spacing of second material between removed portions, and 
selectively forming the core layer of the first material in the removed portions 
to have second material sandwiched between the portions of the core layer. 
Hoshino et al. teach a process in which a resist 13 is formed over a wafer, 
the resist is selectively etched, a core portion 1 5 is selectively formed in the 
etched region. See figs. 2A-2F and associated text of Hoshino et al. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of making 
semiconductor devices to form the second material first, selectively etch the 
second material, selectively form portions of the core layer in the etched 
regions in the process of AAPA because such process would allow the 
formation of optical waveguide. See figs. 2A-2F and associated text of 
Hoshino et al. 

With respect to claim 1 3, forming a layer by deposition is well-known to one 
of ordinary skill in the art of making semiconductor devices. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 10, 11, 12, 14, and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
